September  Trade  Surplus  Down  - 

The  September  agricultural  trade 
surplus  fell  1 7  percent  from  the 
previous  month  to  $1  billion,  re¬ 
flecting  declines  in  exports.  The 
cumulative  farm  trade  surplus  for 
fiscal  1990  totaled  $17.7  billion, 
$500  million  below  the  previous 
year  (table  3). 

September  Exports  Lowest 
in  2  Years  -  U.S.  agricultural  ex¬ 
ports  amounted  to  $2.7  billion  in 
September,  the  lowest  since  July 
1988.  Decreases  in  corn,  animal 
feeds,  meat,  cotton,  soybean  meal, 
sorghum,  and  barley  more  than 
offset  increases  in  wheat,  rice, 
tobacco,  fresh  fruits,  and  nuts. 

Fiscal  1990  exports  edged  up  1 
percent  from  the  previous  year  to 
almost  $40.2  billion. 

Corn  export  volume  plunged  31 
percent  in  September  to  2.7  million 
tons,  the  lowest  monthly  volume 
since  February  1987.  Japan  was 
the  largest  market,  taking  880,000 
tons,  followed  by  Taiwan,  Korea, 
and  Yugoslavia.  No  corn  was 
shipped  to  the  USSR.  The  average 
export  unit  value  fell  $2  a  ton  to 
$1 1 7.  Corn  exports  for  fiscal  1 990 
totaled  59.9  million  tons,  18  percent 
above  a  year  ago  and  the  highest 
since  1980. 

Wheat  export  volume  rose  14 
percent  in  September  to  2.8  mil¬ 
lion  tons  valued  at  $340  million. 

The  leading  markets  were  Egypt, 
China,  Japan,  Algeria,  Korea,  and 
Bangladesh.  Average  export  unit 
values  plummeted  to  $122,  the  ninth 
consecutive  monthly  drop.  Wheat 
exports  totaled  28  million  tons  in 
fiscal  1990,  26  percent  below  the 
previous  year  and  the  smallest  since 
1986. 

Soybean  exports  fell  1  percent  to 
752,000  tons  in  September.  The 


largest  markets  were  Japan,  Mexico, 
and  Korea.  The  average  export  unit 
value  increased  $4  to  $242  a  ton. 
Soybean  exports  for  fiscal  1990 
reached  17.2  million  tons,  22  per¬ 
cent  above  last  year’s  significantly 
reduced  level. 

Cotton  exports  of  90,000  tons  in 
September  were  24  percent  below 
the  previous  month.  The  major 
markets  were  China,  Korea,  Japan, 
and  Egypt.  Cotton  export  unit 
values  edged  down  another  $7  a  ton 
to  $1 ,61 7.  Cotton  exports  in  fiscal 
1990  totaled  1.7  million  tons,  15 
percent  above  a  year  ago  and  the 
largest  in  10  years. 

Agricultural  imports  remained 
unchanged  in  September  at  $1 .7 
billion.  Decreases  in  tobacco,  vege¬ 
table  oils,  cocoa,  meat,  coffee,  and 
dairy  products  just  offset  gains  in 
sugar,  live  cattle,  fruits,  fruit  juices, 
and  vegetables.  The  cumulative 
import  figure  for  fiscal  1 990  reach¬ 
ed  a  record  $22.5  billion,  $1  billion 
above  the  previous  record  set  a 
year  ago  (Stephen  R.  Milmoe, 
202-219-0822) 


U.S.  Trade  Balance  Remains 
Strong  -  Agriculture  has  been  a 
bright  spot  in  the  U.S.  trade  sector 
since  the  early  1970’s  (table  4). 

The  surplus  peaked  in  1982  at  $27 
billion,  falling  to  $5  billion  in  1986. 
The  increase  in  the  trade  surplus 
since  1987  reflects  higher  exports. 
Grain  exports  rebounded  from  a 
slump  in  the  mid-1980’s,  bolstered 
by  higher  meat,  fruit,  and  vegetable 
exports.  Even  though  imports 
reached  record  levels  in  each  year 
since  1987,  the  trade  surplus 
totaled  about  $18  billion  in  each  of 
the  last  2  years,  its  highest  value 
since  1984.
